He has also served as 
assistant city manager at Victoria, Tex. 
Keith has a BA degree from North Texas 
State University, Denton, with a major 
hi government and a masters degree in 
public administration from the 
University of Kansas, Topeka.

Garland Medders came to Hope in 1957 


as the first city manager in Arkansas. 
He will continue in an advisory capacity 
with the city Water end Light Plant. 
Mrs. Medders is a teacher at the Brook- 
wood school and has taught in the Hope 
public schools system since moving to 
Hope. The Medders 
have three 


daughters, Mrs. Bill Georges, a teacher 
at SMU in Dallas; Mrs. Leslie Bryant of 
Springfield, O., formerly assistant city 
manager at Bangor, Mo., and also at 
Springfield, Ohio; and Miss Gayle 
Medders, who is employed as an ac- 
countant in Dallas. 


Senate defeats Initial plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate has defeated an initial 
attempt to give larger industri- 
al states a bigger share of the 
money in a $34.s-bUlion reve- 
nue-sharing bill. 


The 61-24 vote Wednesday 


against the amendment by Sen. 
Abraham A. Ribicoff, DConn., 
was no surprise because sena- 
tors from small states out- 
number those from the bigger 
states which would have bene- 
fited from RiUcoff's proposal. 


Ribicoff sought to change the 


distribution formula in the bill 
approved by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. The com- 
mittee altered the House-ap- 
proved version in ways that fa- 
vor 33 smaller states and cause 
leases to only 17. 


Nevertheless, senators from 


the big urban states said they 
wou)d make further attempts to 
revise the formula. 


DEBATE CONTINUES 


Debate on the major bill was 


to continue this afternoon. 


Ribicoff insisted that the 


targe state* "get far leas than 
their fair share" under the dis- 
tribution formula worked out 
by the Senate committee. The 
House version is more favor- 
able to the industrialised states. 


"The rejuvenation of our 


cities waj one of the prime con- 
siderations in the development 
of the revenue-sharing con- 
cept," the Connecticut senator 
wid. 


But, he went on, the states 


with the most severe urban 
problems are discriminated 
against by the Finance Com- 
mittee's plan. 


Ribicoff sought to introduce 


into the formula a special al- 
lowance for urbanized popu- 
lation. 


This would have been added 
to the three factors used by the 
committee—state population as 
a whole, state per-capita in- 
come, and state general tax ef- 
fort—as the basis for apportion- 
ing federal funds.

Finance Chairman Russell B. 


long, D-La., floor manager for 
the bill, strongly opposed the 
amendment. 


He said the smaller, poorer 


states were helped in the for- 
mula adopted by his panel be- 
cause the per-capita-income 
factor was added specifically to 
ajd them. These states need the 
help more wan the big ones, he 
declared. 


Long argued also that the 


central cities would gain under 
his committee's bill although 
moat states in which they are 
located would not. The losses 
will be sustained by the sub- 
urbs surrounding the big cities 
and they dp not need aid, be 
contended. 


The Senate voted 58 to 26 


Wednesday in favor of an 
amendment by Sen. Vance 
Hartke, D-Ind., setting min- 


imum wage standards on jobs 
or projects financed at least 25 
per cent by the federal funds. 


MUNICH (AP) - West Ger- 


man police hunted for 15 more 
Arabs today and pressed an in- 
vestigation into the airfield kill- 
ing of nine Israeli hostages on 
Tuesday. 


Bavarian state police said the 


15 were suspected of being ac- 
complices in the planning and 
execution of the Arab terrorist 
attack Tuesday that killed two 
other members of the Israeli 
Olympic team and culminated 
in the airfield Shootout. 


Five of the terrorists and a 


West German policeman also 
were killed at the airfield. A 
German helicopter pilot was se- 
riously wounded. Three of the 
terrorists 
were 
captured 


slightly wounded. 


The three captives were iden- 


tified as Ibrahim Badran, 20, 
And Es Kadir El Dnawy and 
Samer Mohamed Abdulah, both 
22. They claimed to be students 
and said they last lived in Jor- 
dan and Syria. 


A Bavarian court official said 


they faced multiple charges of 
murder. They were being inter- 
rorgated at an undisclosed loca- 
tion. 
i The court had untU Thursday 
night to issue formal charges. 
The maximum penalty for pre- 
meditated murder is life im- 
prisonment, there being no 
death penalty in West Germa- 
ny.^

ajjSpendea 12 hours after the 
first Israeli was killed in the 
Olympic Village, resumed late 
Wednesday with big crowds. 
But at least four Dutch and 12 
Norwegian team members de- 
cided to abandon further com- 
petition. They said they were 
shaken by the killings of the Is- 
raelis. 


An Israeli jetliner flew 10 of 


the bodies home to Israel today 
along with the surviving mem- 
bers of the Israeli team. The 
U.S. Air Force was bringing 
the body of the llth victim, 
weightlifter David Berger, back 
to Cleveland, Ohio, his former 
home, for burial Friday. 


The first two Israelis were 


killed when the terrorists in- 
vaded their quarters at the 
Olympic Village before dawn 
Tuesday. Late Tuesday night 
the Arabs and their nine hos- 
tages were taken to Fuersten- 
feldbruck military airfield in 
two helicopters where a Boeing 
727 was waiting, ostensibly to 
fly them to the Middle East. 
The Arabs said they would free 
the hostages if Israel released 
200 guerrillas jailed in Israel. 


But the Interior Ministry said 


German authorities were con- 
vinced that "a flight out of this 
'country would have meant cer- 
tain death for the athletes." 
Afterward Premier Golda Meir 
of Israel expressed approval of 
the decision to try to kill the 
terrorists and free the hos- 
tages. 


The circumstances of the 


Shootout at FuerstenfeWbruck 
were still unclear, and the West 
German government said it 
was investigating. 


The Munich police initially 


said the first shots were fired 


by one of the Arabs who reac- 
ted hysterically when he saw 
police waiting at the airfield. 
But the police later retracted 
this and said further investiga- 
tion showed 
police sharp- 


shooters opened fire when two 
of the guerrillas showed them- 
selves in an especially favor- 
able position. However, the po- 
lice said the sharpshooters 
were unable to knock the two 
Arabs out of the battle before 
they got off shots of their own. 


The police said the visibility 


also was very poor — it was 
about 11 p.m. and the airfield 


was not illuminated — and the 
sharpshooters were using tele- 
scopic sights to fire at shadows. 


Expressions of grief and pro- 


tests continued abroad. 


At London Airport, union 


leaders of ground crew person- 
nel for Trans World Airlines 
said the crews would boycott 
Kuwait Airlines—which TWA 
handles—for 48 hours to protest 
the Munich slayings. 


Moscow police rounded up 56 


Jews who tried to demonstrate 
outside the Lebanese Embassy. 
They were questioned and re- 
leased without being charged. 


Nixon administration is 
pushing for agreement on 
ways to curb terrorists 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration is pushing 
on a broad diplomatic front for 
international 
agreement 
on 


ways of curbing terrorists. But 
no such accord is expected 
soon. 


Late Wednesday, the State 


Department called in envoys 
from 40 countries to start con- 
sultations on what might be 
done to prevent recurrence of 
such incidents as the mass 
murder of Israeli Olympic ath- 
letes seized by Arab command- 
os. 


Department 
spokesman 


Charles Bray said afterward 
that the diplomatic talks may 
go on "for days, weeks and 
months." It is "obviously a 
very complex, difficult and per- 
haps protracted problem," he 
said. 


Administration strategists re- 


sisted calls for a quick crack- 
down on specific Arab coun- 
tries, though Washington rever- 
berated with exhortations for 
tough action. 


Blaming the Egyptian and 


Lebanese governments for the 
murders, Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee George McGovern 
said President Nixon should de- 
mand that Egypt "root out 
these international outlaws" as 
a price for resuming diplomatic 
relations. 


The Senate voted 82 to 0 in 


favor of economic sanctions 
against nations harboring ter- 
rorists. 


Administration officials said 


their information still is un- 
clear as to the membership of 
the Black September group 
blamed for the Munich terror, 
nor can they be sure of its 
sources of support. 


They contended that public 


fingerpointing at foreign gov- 
ernments at this stage is not a 
good way of enlisting their co- 
operation in curbing terrorists, 


Israeli Ambassador Yitzhak 


Rabin left open the possibility 
of Israeli retaliation in talking 
to reporters after an hour-long 
session with Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers. But Rabin 
stressed the need for making 
clear the responsibilities of gov- 
ernments against terrorists. 


Bray said Israel, which wants 


the current Olympics halted, 
did not askjjhe Uufted States to 
withdraw its team

The additional space in the X-ray 
department will provide space for a second X- 
ray machine in the future, and a radiologist's 
reading room and film storage.

McGovern blasts Connally 


DALLAS (AP) - 
George 


McGovern is in Texas trying to 
cement former Gov. John B. 
Connally into position as a sym- 
bol of special interests and tax 
loopholes. 


McGovem, the Democratic 


presidential candidate, said late 
Wednesday that if Connally - 
a Democrat turned supporter of 
President Nixon — were boost- 
ing McGovern's White Mouse 
hopes instead, "I'd really know 
I was off the track." 


"It hasn't surprised me at all 


that John Connally and his bil- 
lionaire friends have decided 
they are more at home support- 
ing Richard Nixon's brand of 
Republicanism than they are 
backing the Democratic nation- 
al ticket this year," McGovern 
told a crowd of about 3,000 in 
downtown Dallas. 


He contrasted Connally to 


two other well known Texans — 
the late Speaker of the House 
Sam Rayburn and former Pres- 
ident Lyndon B. Johnson, whom 
McGovern visited at the LBJ 
Ranch last month. Those men, 
McGovern told the enthusiastic 
and 
predominantly 
young 


crowd, "never ran away from 
the Democratic ticket in a pres- 
idential election year." 


In this, his second visit to the 


populous and therefore politi- 
cally 
important 
state, 


McGovern planned appearances 
today at at Dallas supermarket 
to illustrate what he terms the 
failure of the President's anti- 
inflation efforts, and a trip to 
the Houston Space Center. Lat- 
er today he planned to cam- 
paign in Peoria and Rockford, 
Dl.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) — 


Legislation may ultimately be 
the answer, but the issue of 
whether Hot Springs bars may 
serve late-night drinks probably 
will wind up in the courts first. 


The city and the state's li- 


quor enforcement agency are 
at loggerheads over how late 
the drinks may flow. 


Some believe that an outcome 


adverse to Hot Springs could 
work an economic hardship on 
this tourist-and convention-ori- 
ented resort city. 


J. P. "Bob" Brumbelow, 


head of the state Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Board, says his 
agents will enforce closing 
hours of 1 a.m. on weekdays 
and midnight on Saturday. The 
Hot 
Springs 
City 
Council 


adopted an ordinance Tuesday 
night setting a 3 a.m. closing 
time for most of the year and 4 
a.m. during the horse racing 
season at Oaklawn Park. 


The 1969 law that authorized 


the sale of liquor by the drink 
does not establish a closing 
time. But Brumbelow insists, 
and the city disagrees, that the 
law restricting the retail sale of 
beer and packaged liquor is ap- 
plicable to the sale of mixed 
drinks. 


Although the issue has the 


earmarks of a city-state con- 
frontation, Mayor Tom El- 
lsworth says Hot Springs is not 
picking a fight with the ABC. 


"The only way we feel we 


can arrive at a conclusion as to 
what'authority we are under is 
to enact the ordinance...to get 
to court," he said. "I assume

there now will be a friendly re- 
quest of the court for a decl- 
aratory judgment." 


The city will not initiate the 


litigation, Ellsworth said. He 
said he guessed that local bar 
owners would. 


While the decision is pending, 


he said, he did not believe any 
bar operator in Hot Springs 
planned on disobeying the ABC 
order to stop dispensing cock- 
tails at the ABC-prescribed 
hours. 


If there is an adverse deci- 


sion, one route that could be 
followed by the public bars is 
to apply for private club status. 
The drink-dispensing hours of 
private clubs are not regulated 
by the state, according .to 
Brumbelow. 


But Ellsworth said such a de- 


velopment would work a hard- 
ship on tourists and con- 
ventioneers and create a polic- 
ing problem for the ABC.

"The clubs could stay open 


seven days a week, 24 hours a 
day, and from past perform- 
ance, it would appear the ABC 
is not staffed to really police 
them," the mayor said.

Discrimination 
in V-T schools 
said 'buift-in' 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A re- 


port by the Arkansas Council 
on Human Relations said 
Wednesday 
that 
vocational 


technical schools had "built-in 
discrimination." 


The report said this was not 


purely racial, but was "a bias 
against all persons, black and 
white, who do not fit the white 
middle class norm." 


The report said the vo-tech 


schools were run by whites, 
with no blacks at "higher lev- 
el" positions. 


"Blacks who wish to attend 


them must be willing not only 
to go to what is essentially1 a 
'white' school, but al& to %*> 
come white'...to " adopt" the 
standards, values and mores of 
white, middle class culture," 
the report said. 


There is no overt, conscious 


discrimination by instructors or 
school administrators, the re- 
port said, adding that the en- 
rollment of blacks in the vo- 


tech schools was roughly pro- 
portionate to the nonwhite pop- 
ulation of the state. 


The report said the schools 


shared with the public schools 
an "institutional bias" dam- 
aging to blacks and nonmiddle- 
class whites. 


Elijah Coleman, the council's 


executive director, said bias 
was manifested in subtle ways, 
such as the assignment of black 
administrators to "special pro- 
grams" dealing largely with 
the disadvantaged; assignment 
of black teachers to courses 
leading toward occupations, 
such as cooking; tri which 
biacktr have traditionally been 
accepted, and more rigid en- 
forcement of "white middle- 
class virtues" with black stu- 
dents than with whites. 


The report claimed that 96 


per cent of the state's educa- 
tional resources were devoted 
to higher education. 


'Gator hunt brings out 
the Louisiana agonts 


GRAND CHENIER, La. (AP) 
About three times the nor- 


mal number of Wild Life and 
Fisheries agents patrol the 
marshes of Cameron Parish 
during the first legal alligator 
hunt in a decade. 


The road patrols are beefed 


up, agents fly night and day 
surveillance in light planes, and 
patrol boats skim the bayous 
and inlets throughout the 750,- 
000 acres opened to hunting. 


By Wednesday—the second 


day of the 13-day experimental 
season—the net result of this 
round-the-clock 
enforcement 


was four boats ticketed for im- 
proper registration. 


"If any alligator poachers 


are operating in this area, they 
must be pretty slick," a WL&F 
spokesman said. 


Minor confusions that marked 


the start of the season appar- 
ently smoothed themselves out. 
"The hunters did their home- 
work on the tagging system, 
and everything's going real 
smooth," said Wildlife biologist 
Ted Jeanen. 


WLfcF did not set bag or pos- 


session limits on the gators as 
with other game in hunting sea- 
sons. Instead, it issued inter- 


locking metal tags to land- 
owners on the basis of land 
area and marsh type, since cer- 
tain types of marshes support a 
more dense population of al- 
ligators. The total allowable 
was set at 4,000, but only about 
2,000 of the tags have been is- 
sued. 


Each skin taken must be 


tagged. Once pierced through 
the gator hide, the tags cannot 
be removed without destroying 
them. 


Jeanen estimated 150 to 200 


gators were killed Wednesday, 
bringing the two-day total of 
confirmed kills to around 300. 
Not nearly all of the kills are 
confirmed, however, since 
hunters are not required to 
bring their gator hides in until 
four days after the session 
closes. 


"In the stomachs we've ex- 


amined so far," Jeanen said, 
"we've found a lot of nutria, 
muskrat and blue crab." All 
are cash crops for the trappers 
and fishermen. 


"Most of those we've checked 


have been over near the Texas 
line in Johnson's Bayou," Jea- 
nen said.

Bullets shattered

BONN (AP) - the bullets 


that brought death to the 1972 
Olympics may also hare shat- 
tered Chancellor Willy Brandt's 
lofttt/firepafed 
reconciliation 


with the Arab world. 


Three months ago, Egypt be- 


came the sixth country to 
pledge resumption of diplomat- 
ic ties with Bonn, sewn years 
after the ID-nation Arab break- 
off when West Germany recog- 
nised Israel in IMS. 


Only five days before the 


Arab guerrilla operation that 
left 11 Israeli sportsmen dead 
in Munich, unofficial West Ger- 
man-Egyptian talks ended in 
the Olympic city with the an- 
nouncement of a milestone visit 
to Bonn this month by Foreign 
Minister Mohammed Murad 
Ghaleb. 


Now the visit — the first such 


since the 1965 break — appears 
in doubt. "Nobody knows," a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said when asked if Ghaleb's 
visit was still on. 


One newspaper called on the 


government to cancel the visit. 
The anti-Arab reaction in offi- 
cial circles was demonstrated 
by the resignation of Rudolf 
Werner from the cochair- 
manship of an Arab-German 
friendship group in the Bun- 
destag, the lower house of Par- 
liament. Werner, a member of 
the opposition Christian Demo- 
cratic party, said he would not 
rejoin the group until Arab gov- 
ernments clearly condemn ter- 
rorism. 


Brandt himself was clearly 


angered by the lack of response 
from Arab leaden to his per- 
sonal appeal for intervention to 


save the Israeli hostages. A 
spokesman for the chancellor 
told the television audience 
Bonn's relations with Cairo had 
been strained because Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat refused help 
when Brandt telephoned him to 
ask for safe passage for the Is- 
raelis should West Germany let 
the guerrillas fly their hostages 
to Cairo. 


Even 
Hans-Juergen 
Wis- 


chewski, the leading expert on 
the Middle East in Brandt's So- 
cial Democratic party and the 
chief architect of AraMJerman 
reconciliation, said in state- 
ment that the "murderous ter* 
rorism" had caused "Irrepa- 
rable harm" to the Arab name 
in West Germany and the rest 
of the world. 


Nixon administration 
proposes no tax hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


publican congressional leaders 
emerged from a meeting with 
President Nixon today and re- 
layed a presidential pledge that 
"there will be no tax increase 
proposed 
by this 
adminis- 


tration." 


Senate Republican Leader 


Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania and 
House GOP Leader Gerald 
Ford of Michigan, said they as- 
sumed when Nixon said "this 
administration" he meant there 
would be no tax increase pro- 
posed to the next Congress. 


"No time limit was dis- 


cussed," said Ford. 


At a White House news con- 


ference following their two-hour 
meeting with Nixon, the two 
GOP leaders continued the 
drumfire of Republican criti- 
cism of Democratic presiden- 
tial 
nominee 
George 


McGovern's proposals. 


Scott said what he called 


McGovern's "scheme a day" 
proposals would result in a 
$100-billion increase in the fed- 


eral budget and would require 
a 100 per cent tax increase. 


Vice President Spiro T. Ag. 


new, re-election campaign di- 
rector Clark MacGregor and 10 
other Republican members of 
Congress joined in what Scott 
called "a very relaxed session" 
in the Cabinet Room. 


After Scott declared that "a 


vote for McGovern is a vote for 
higher taxes, a vote for higher 
spending, a vote for higher 
unemployment and higher ev- 
erything," Ford reported that 
"the President said this morn- 
ing there will be no tax in- 
crease proposed by this admin- 
istration." 


Ford added that/'the Presi- 


dent was very clear ... no tax 
increase is contemplated by 
this administration." 


The administration has been 


studying the possibilities of a 
value-added tax—a form of a 
national sales tax—but the GOP 
leaders said this and other pos- 
sible tax reform measures were 
not discussed.

Spitz, 22, said he wanted a

"I'm more con- 
cerned that the games contin- 
ue" and that people work "to 
see that his dvesn't happen 
again."

Couple—Tarkenton, outspoken 
and daring; Grant, impassive 
and demanding. 


Tarkenton returns to quarter- 


back the Minnesota Vikings and 
add boldness to an offense 
some critics say 
is con- 


servative. 


But the Odd Couple could

"He (Grant) is a man I have 


tremendous respect for," says

DACHAU, West Germany 


—(NEA)—When Pfc. Tony 
Rowland recently joined the 
unit of United States soldiers 
at the small Army base here, 
he startled his company 
commander, a Lt. Wigley, 
with a strange offer of as- 
sistance. 


Pfc. Rowland said in Lt. 


Wigley's office that he had 
a special knowledge of the 
area. He said that during 
World War II his father had 
been in the Dachau concen- 
tration camp, which borders 
the military post. Pfc. Row- 
land said that his father had 
been stationed here while a 
membe.r__pf the S.S., the 
f e a r e d elite Nazi police 
corps. 


Lt. Wigley thanked Pfc. 


Rowland but did not see how 
he could use the information. 


The Army camp, named 


Eastman Barracks, had been 
virtually closed down for the 
last year because of U.S. 
military cutbacks 
in the 
area. It was recently brought 
back for an encore. It was 
hastily renovated so that the 
expected 20,000 or so GIs 
in Europe coming for the 
Olympics would not descend 
like homeless locusts on 
Munich, which is currently 
suffering a housing shortage 
due to the games. 


The cadre here, made up 


of Military Police units from 
posts in Germany was as- 
signed "to keep law and or- 
der." 


Pfc. 
Rowland had been 


stationed 
in 
Baumholder, 


about 500 kilometers from 
here. 


"When I wrote my dad 


that I was going to be sta- 
tioned here for awhile," 
said Pfc. Rowland, "he 
wrote back that I should 
visit the concentration camp. 
He thinks people should al- 
ways remember about man's 
inhumanity to man, so that 


it won't happen again. He 
told me about one particular 
wall that I should see, where 
he watched 3,000 people lined 
up and shot to death." 


Pfc. 
Rowland, a broad, 


blond 18-year-old with calf- 
like blue eyes, believes he 
can see the wall from the 
window of the sparse bar- 
racks room where he works 
as the post "disc jockey." 
That is really a glorified title 
for a young guy from Spo- 
kane, Wash., who sits with 
fatigue shirt fashionably out 
of his pants, sticks rock rec- 
ords on a phonograph with 
faulty needle and periodi- 


cally announces on the pub- 
lic address system when the 
next bus departs for Munich, 
nine miles southeast. 


The wall is behind three 


rows of stark barbed wire 
fences and he can see one 
of the watchtowers that was 
once manned with spotlight 
and machine guns to dis- 
courage the half-alive pris- 
oners, "political enemies of 
the German state," from es- 
caping. 


D a c h a u 
concentration 


camp is now a museum. It 
was the first of all Nazi con- 
centration camps and their 
prototype. It was built in 


March, 1933, two months 
after Hitler came to power. 
The c a m p was made to 
h o u s e 5,000 inmates, but 
usually 12,000 prisoners were 
shoveled into the barracks. 
The prisoners were flogged, 
starved, worked to exhaus- 
tion, skimpily clothed in even 
the most freezing weather. 
The lives of uncounted thou- 
sands ended in the Dachau 
crematoria. 


Pfc. Rowland's father told 


him he was a clerical worker 
for the S.S. The senior Row- 
land was an enlisted man, 
said his son, and was sta- 
tioned in Dachau from Jan-

uary, IMS, until shortly be- 
fore the U.S. Army liberated 
the camp on April 29, 1945. 


"Dad didn't talk a whole 


lot about it," said Pfc. Row- 
land, "but he did say he saw 
terrible things. Me saw Jews 
beaten to death, and chewed 
to death by the Nazi's dogs. 
He saw people die from med- 
ical experiments on them. 
For instance, Nazi doctors 
were looking for a malaria 
cure. So t n e y inoculated 
some prisoners with the dis- 
ease. The e x p e r i m e n t s 
failed. The prisoners died. 


"Dad was just a young 


guy — he's 55 now, so he 
must've been, what, 28 then 
—and he was scared stiff. 
He said he wanted to do 
something to stop that,stuff. 
But he saw t h r e e of his 
buddies get caught plotting 
to overthrow the camp com- 
mandant. Those guys got 
new striped uniforms. They 
b e c a m e prisoners in the 
camp, not guests." 


S.S. enlisted man Rowland 


and about 30 fellow troopers, 
said Pfc. Rowland, knew the 
future for the Germans was 
hopeless by mid-April, 1945. 
T h e y escaped to nearby 
Augsburg and gave them- 
selves up to the advancing 
U.S. 
forces. After the war 


Rowland was brought to the 
United States, said his son, 
and made to stand trial for 
war crimes. "He wasn't con- 
victed and he was even al- 
lowed to stay in the states," 
said the younger Rowland. 


Pfc. Rowland put on a 
Beatles album now, for the 
enrichment of the tourist 
troops. Pfc. Rowland said 
that his "audience" is here 
to see the sights, to catch 
some of the Olympics, to 
drink in the beer halls and 
to try their luck with the 
Munich girls. Others will go 
to the legalized brothels, like 
the one nearby on Dachauer- 
strasse, where they find that 
the rates for patrons during 
the Olympics is up to 70 
deutsche marks (about $23) 
from the u s u a l 40 Dms. 
(about $13). M a n y of the 
GIs, said Pfc. Rowland, 
didn't even know Dachau 
existed,. A lot of them don't 
care. "They say they don't 
want to get bogged down in 
history," he said. "Others 
say maybe things like this 
are still going on, Jike in 
Nam." 


To the historian with lively 
imagination, some of these 
GIs might have been the 
sons of men who liberated 
Dachau, embattled soldiers 
who are seen, in a documen- 
tary film in the museum, 
holding their mouths as they 
l o o k into an open grave 
at the hundreds of freshly 
dead e m a c i a t e d naked 
bodies of prisoners. 


Some of the tourist GIs 


have since visited the grisly 
museum when they found 
out about it from reading a 
story in Stars and Stripes, 
the serviceman's newspaper. 
O t h e r s had noticed this 
buried item in the facts 
pamphlet issued by the U.S. 
Army's Olympic Support 
Site Information Office here: 
"... While you are here you 
might want to take photo- 
graphs at the international 
memorial to concentration 


victims (it is adjacent to the 
Eastman Barracks)." With- 
out even taking a breath (or 
a paragraph, it went on: 
"One thing is for sure, you'll 
certainly want to visit the 
Volksfest (people's festival) 
of Dachau which is second 
in size o n l y to Munich's 
famed Octoberfest . . ." 


pfc. Rowland says he is 


not ashamed of his father's 
p a s t . "No," he said. "I 
mean, 1 would've b e e n 
scared to death, too, if I 
was in his boots. Once he got 
into the S.S. he couldn't get 
out. I respect him for telling 
me about it. It's like some- 
thing I read in the paper the 
other day. It was a story 
about Dachau, and said that 
a lot of people, especially 
Germans, 
a n d 
Germans 


around here, wish the place 
would close down. People 
say it's 27 years since the 
war ended, and, hell, let the 
grass grow over it. But the 
article also quoted this guy, 
don't remember his name, 
who said something like, 'If 
you don't remember the 
past, you're condemned to 
repeat it.' Dad used to tell 
me something like that, too."

tanks were used in the 'area, 
which is also 40 miles south of 
DaNang. 


Reports from the embattled 


town were confused and con- 
tradictory, but at one point in 
the afternoon contact was lost 
between the district headquar- 
ters in Tien Phuoc and the 
province headquarters in Tarn 
Ky, 12 miles northeast of the 
town. 


Officers in the field said an

Dear Dr. Lamb^-What are 


the dangers of living without 
a pacemaker when you have 
a heart block? My father has 
had a pacemaker for two 
years and is wondering what 
would happen if he had it 
removed when the batteries 
wear out. In the past month 
• it has changed position and 
is punching t h r o u g h the 
skin causing a large protru- 
sion. His doctor said he'd 
never seen that happen be- 
fore, but it is not dangerous. 


Also, could he have his 


heart condition treated with 
vitamin E? My father takes 
an anticoagulant to keep his 
blood thin. Do you think vita- 
min E would help this? 


Dear Reader—The kind of 


heart block you're talking 
about is associated with a 
very slow heart rate unless 
a heart pacemaker is used. 
The lower chambers normal- 
ly beat very slowly unless 
they are stimulated by the 
upper chambers. Since the 
lower chambers are respon- 
sible for pumping the blood 
out through the body, when 
this happens the pulse is 
very slow. If W too slow, 
there won't be enough blood 
to the brain, and this can 
cause fainting, convulsions 
or the heart can even go into 
a form of standstill or ab- 
normal rhythm. This can be 
dangerous 
and can 
even 


cause death. 


The purpose of the pace- 


maker is to provide a con- 
stant stimulus to the lower 
chambers of the heart so 
that the heart rate will be 
fast enough to pump enough 
blood for the whole body. 
Put simply, if the heart pace- 
maker stops working the 
heart will become very slow 
again, which can cause any 
of the things I mentioned 
above, including convulsions 
and death.

The two missing airmen were 


aboard a Navy A6 that was hit 
by a surface-to-air missile 
three miles southwest of Hai- 
phong. 


A Navy A4 from the carrier 


Hancock was downed by an an- 
tiaircraft 
battery 
11 miles 


southeast of Thanh Hoa. 


The pilot flew his crippled 


plane over the Gulf of Tonkin 
and parachuted into the water 
about three miles off the coast. 
Search and rescue helicopters 
and the downed pilot himself 
were fired on by North Viet- 
namese coastal defense sites, 
the Navy said. 


Hanoi claimed five planes 


were shot down over the North 
Wednesday and the pilots cap- 
tured, but the U.S. Command 
disclosed the loss of only two. 
However, The Command has a 
policy of announcing plane loss- 
es only after search and rescue 
missions have been completed. 


In Saigon, terrorists set off a 


seven-pound plastic charge at a 
Peoples Self-Defense Force of- 
fice in Cholon, the Chinese 
quarter of the capital. The Sai- 
gon command said four persons 
were wounded and the office 
destroyed. 


Earlier, enemy forces over- 


ran a hilltop outpost over- 
looking Tien Phuoc, The Saigon 
command said 53 of the enemy 
were killed in the hill fighting, 
while government losses were 
nine killed and 75 wounded. 
South Vietnamese troops were 
reported pulling back their out- 
posts around the town to con- 
solidate their defensive lines. 


Enemy gunners shelled Da 


Nang, the district town of 
Thang Binh 25 miles to the 
south, and the big Chu Lai base 
camp, headquarters

Division 25 miles farther south. 


Casualties continued to mount 


in the 72-day-old stalemate at 
Quang Tri. North Vietnamese 
gunners fired 1,700 artillery and 
mortar shells into government 
positions and fighting was re- 
ported 300 yards south of the 


Citadel, the North Vietnamese 
fortress strongpoint. 


The Saigon command report- 


ed 102 more North Vietnamese 
killed Wednesday in and around 
Quang Tri. It said seven South 
Vietnamese soldiers were killed 
and 20 wounded. 


U.S. B52 bombers unloaded 


tons of explosives on supply 
caches a mile from the big 
North Vietnamese port of Dong 
Hoi, the U.S. Command said. 
Dong Hoi is 45 miles north of 
the demilitarized zone and is 
being used as a rear base to 
support the Quang Tri battle- 
front, 60 miles to the south. 


Communist forces also kept 


up their pressure in the central 
highlands.

LAWRENCE E. LAMB 
Pacemaker keeps 
people alive 


Literally, that heart pace- 


maker is saving your fath- 
er's life. Removing it would 
be the same thing as pulling 
the plug on life itself. There 
is no way that vitamin E 
will replace the function of 
his 
electrical 
pacemaker. 


It's the same thing as ask- 
ing if vitamin E could re- 
place a burnt-out fuse in an 
electric circuit. 


Interestingly 
enough, 


years ago some enthusiasts 
thought vitamin E would be 
useful in preventing clotting 
of the blood but, after exten- 
sive clinical trials, most rep- 
utable scientists came to the 
conclusion that it was of no 
particular value for this pur- 
pose. 


Your father will probably 


do very well as long as his 
pacemaker functions. There 
are hundreds of people who 
use these and they have lit- 
erally saved these individ- 
uals' lives. It is no secret, so 
I don't mind mentioning that 
Justice William 0. Douglas 
of the United States Supreme 
Court has worn a pacemaker 
for a number of years. This 
has b e e n mentioned re- 
peatedly in the news and it 
serves to point out that in- 
dividuals 
with the 
pace- 


maker can fill an important 
function and live a full life 
with the aid of such a device. 
Let me caution you again, 
though, under no circum- 
stances encourage your fath- 
er to think that he can get 
along without his pacemak- 
er. This could be a Ufe-and- 
death decision.
